LEGISLATIVE LOG 


The MSA Position on Land Use was distrib- 
uted to all members and to the legislators who 
attended the Legislative Breakfast on April 


8. The MSA position is as follows: 
LAND USE 
"The MSA in accordance with a growing need to 


address the issues of protecting our critical 
resource and historic areas, supports the 
Michigan House Substitute Bill No. 4234, known 
as the "State Land Use Plannina Act. The MSA 
and the AIA have supported the need for more 
effective means for providing for needed 

growth and/or change in an orderly, efficient 
manner while protecting vital natural resources 
and historic areas. This was detailed in the 
AlA's sweeping report on growth control 
entitled Strateay for Building a Better America 
which was published in 1972. 


The proposed Michigan House Substitute Bill 
4234 provides important steps toward dealing 
with needed land use control and management. 
While it is recoanized that the full range 

of necessary measures will only develop through 
experience and carefully conceived programs, 
the framework which the proposed bill provides 
is an important step forward." 


Objections to the position have been sent by 
Mid-Michigan Chapter Member John Crouse, AIA 
for the following reasons: 


I. While generally speaking of addressing only 
areas of special tand identified as "essential 
areas", the state guidelines could easily be 
interpreted as including almost the entire 
state, depending on the interpreter's point of 
view. 


2. Assuming that only 20% of the land area 
were classified as "essential" or "critical" 
or whatever, for this commission to adequately 
do its job would seem to me to require a 
bureaucracy that would make any we now have 
pale into insignificance. 


3, Тһе average land owner in Michigan does 

not have the vaquest concept of the consequences 
of this act. To suddenly find out that some- 
one in Lansing has decided he can not dispose 


of his land in his best interests for what he 
considers to be vague and unjust reasons 
could cause dire repercussions and further 
deterioration of the general publics 


attitude toward government in general. 


4. Almost everyone except a few die-hards 
are now realizing that our state is not 

only discouraging expansion of commerce and 
industry, but actually driving these concerns 
(our clients) out of the state. The vague 
and dictatorial aspects of this bill will 
certainly increase this problem. 


Gene*, | know of very few people who are 
against land use planning it is sorely 
needed, The proposed bill is a bad one in 


my opinion. Bad for the state and bad for 
the profession. The last thing we need is 
another level of approval bureaucracy we 
have to go through only to find it vetoed 

by someone with broad powers and little 
knowledge. What we should be supporting is a 
funding allocation for a blue ribbon team of 
professionals with guts enough to sit down 
around a map of Michigan and determine the 
exact areas are identified, the state could 
then ао to the people, fight the battle and 
pass a law protecting those specified 

areas. This could then be administered by 

a very few number of bodies and everyone 
would know presicely where they have to 

keep their hands off.

BILLS TO REPEAL LICENSING 


* SB 1420 repeals licensing and certification 
requirements of professional Community 
Planners and SB 1421 repeals licensing and 
certification requirements of landscape 
architects. Both of these bills were intro- 
duced by William Faust (D-Westland) Chair- 


man of the State Affairs Committee. 
Governor Milliken had a special Task Force 
set up last July to review the whole licens- 
ing procedure, this is probably a reaction. 
The MSA will offer support to the Planners 
and Landscape Architects - your help will 
also be appreciated by contacting your 
legislators or members of the State Affairs 
Committee: Michael O'Brien (D-Detroit), 
Arthur Cartwright (D-Detroit), Gary Byker

The State Affairs committee where these 
bills are being reviewed will probably 
start public hearings in September. 


* SB 322 introduced by Jerome Hart (D-Saginaw) 
passed the Senate 34-0 which will update the 
licensing requirements for certified public 
accountants as well as continuing professional 
education for accountants. The measure 
provides a clear definition of public account- 
ing services with emphasis on financial 
reporting to the public. Additional provided 
is a distinction between granting of the 
lifetime CPA certificate upon compliance 

with education, examination and experience 
requirements and issuing an annual license 

to those CPA's who seek to practice public 
accounting, upon satisfying certain continu- 
ing professional education requirements. 
Retained from the present licensing act are 
provisions guaranteeing those who are not 
CPA's the right to do business while clarify- 
ing that any person desiring to practice 
public accounting, as defined by the bill, 
must be a duly licensed CPA. 


* HB 4751 providing for licensing of assistant 
physical therapists passed the Senate on 
April 7. This bill oriqinated with Represen- 


tative Roy Spencer (R-Attica).

"REDLINING" LEGISLATION GETS FIRST URBAN 
AFFAIRS LOOK 


Democratic Representative George 
Cushingberry (D-Detroit) and Perry Bullard 


(D-Ann Arbor) agree and have introduced 
ten (10) bills requiring financial 
institutions to disclose leading practices 
and stop geographic loan discrimination. 


Redlining is generally understood to be 
refusal or reluctance to grant mortgages 
on any homes within an older, declining 
neighborhood which the lending firm may 
have circled on its maps. 


Committee Chairman William Ryan (D-Detroit) 
said loan practice legislation is second 
best to prohibition laws but that no one 
knows yet exactly what practices constitute 
redlining. 


Ryan stated that some of the bills intro- 
duced on financial institutions could be 
passed this year - to date this is still 
in the Urban Affairs Committee with no 
immediate date of release. 


The Bullard measures are HBs 5765, 5766, 
5767 and 5768. Cushinaberry's are HBs 
5771, 5772, 5773, 5774, 5775 and 5776,
